Dear Sir: 

In response to the Office Action dated April 23, 2003, directed to the above- 
captioned application, please find attached herewith a complete listing of the currently 
pending claims, including presently proposed amendments, and remarks. The 
presently proposed amendments include the cancellation of claims 3, 4, 17, 30, 32 and 
45-47 and amendments of claims 1, 16, 18, 28, 37 and 40-44. 

The proposed amendments include adding the limitations of dependent claim 3 
to independent claim 1, from which it previously depended, and adding the limitations of 
dependent claim 17 to independent claim 16, from which it previously depended, and 
other minor amendments to claims 18, 28, 37 and 40-44 which correct errors of form in 
the claims (e.g., spelling, proper dependence, and language errors). Applicants do not 
believe the presently proposed amendments raise any new issues for further 
examination, and request the entry of the proposed amendments.
